1 . Applicant's election without traverse of the species of figure 1 A, stating claims 1 
and 2 to be readable thereon, in the reply filed on 4/5/05 is acknowledged. 

2. Claims 3-6 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 4/5/05. 

3. The approval of the drawings is hereby withdrawn. 

Figure 12 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
states. 
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5. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by KITA (5,199,593). 

Note figures 1 and 2. KITA discloses a disk cartridge (see column 1 lines 15-21 
which state the cartridge can be a magnetic disk cartridge) having upper and lower 
shells (2,3) assembled by mechanically engaging protrusions (28) and grooves (27) 
along the circumferential edges of the shells. 

These claims do not preclude welding. The recitation of "circumferential edge 
portions" reads on structures located on the facing edges of the shells as shown in 
KITA. 

6. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by SANDELL et al (4,945,530). 

Note figure 22a. SANDELL et al discloses a disk cartridge having upper and 
lower shells (53d, 54d) assembled by mechanically engaging protrusions (172) and 
grooves (171) along the circumferential edges of the shells. 

SANDELL et al does not use welding. The recitation of "circumferential edge 
portions" reads on structures located on the facing edges of the shells as shown in 
SANDELL et al. 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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8. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The recitation in claim 1 (line 7) "circumferential edge portions" is indefinite, 
misleading, and misdescriptive with relation to the species of figures 1A- 1C. The 
drawings and specification clearly show that the groove and protrusion are located in 
the middle of the side walls of the shells.
